One of the most important and sig- 
nificant words in the English lang- 
dage, because it represents a charac- 
teristic or factor eminently desirable, 
and is the basis of confidence, is 
“dependability.” : 

Confidence in men and in things is 
necessary if we are to pursue the 
conduct of affairs safely, and we can 
only have confidence in men and 
things that are dependable. 

Where dependability is known not 
to exist, or where its absence is 
suspected, we cannot have confi- 
dence, and must make provision ac- 
cordingly. 

Not everything) can be depended 
upon., We cannot absolutely depend 
upon the weather, even with moderi 
facilities for. foretelling what it will 
be. 

We cannot depend upon men, al- 
ways, and must fortify whatever 
chances we take on some of them dy 
obtaining taangible security. 

Dependable does not necessarily 
mean infallible, for neither men or 
materials are perfect. 

‘Wien we dampen a postage stamp 
and place it on the corner of an en- 
velope, we expect it to stick, but. it 
does not always stick. When ‘we lend 
a friend five dollars, we expect ho 
will repay it; but it is not always re- 
paid. 

Nothing mundane. is absolutely de- 
pendable, for everything: of this world 
is subject to influences it cannot con- 
trol; but within reasonable - limits, 
most men and most known things 
will react according to expectations. 

Of course, there are a great many 
ways hy which we can protect our- 
selves against loss in our dealings 
with men and in the purchase of ma- 
texsial things; cejiateral security and 
guarantees of products offer protec- 
tion. 

But the great ‘majority of dealings 
with men and of the purchase of 
goods are based on confidence in men 
and products, and faith that is found-

HE market value of anything is 
usually understood to be the 
amount of money:that may be se- 
cured for it when offered for sale on 
the open market.

But the market value and the 
social value are two entirely differ- 
ent things.

ing of character. The forces acting 
on t he child are often a hodge-podge 
of smiles, caresses, blows, tempers, 
irritabilities, -whines and soothing 
syrup, and the result in the child ig 
an ill-assorted set of tantrums, gen- 
erosities, shynesses, impudences, 
smiles, affections, and tears. Very 
few of us sit down and make plans 
for the orderly and systematic edu- 
cation and training of our children. 
We leave the matter to chance and 
the mood of the moment. We are not 
patient and persistent. We are not 
consistent. We follow one plan one 
day and another the next. More. often 
we follow no plan. 

Is_ it not time, one psychologist 
asks, that we should set about the 
matter of child-training in a definite 
systematic and scientific manner? 
We use science in all the other im- 
portant undertakings of life. The 
training of a child is about the big- 
gest undertaking than anyone can 
attempt. Why not use science here, 
too? But strangely enough, the train- 
ing of a child is the one thing for 
which many of us think we need no 
preparation. Such an attitude is 
probably the explanation of the fact 
that we have made so little progress 


in child-training within historic times.|
